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iregehcy, Sndliie rights of this country 021 quertions oF 
peace and vvnr. Thcfe biuj-bcars are eafily, and indeed 
Jiavebeen nioft amply, ftripped of all the clangers they 
were capable of holding out againft the great interefts 
of the empire. He concludes this head with a long 
ftring'of queries, grounded on cafes he fuppofcs podible 
fo arlfe. The' anfwer to them all is fiiort and plain. 
They may all readily be provided againft without having 
recourfe to his cn!y means. Ft \VoOld indeed require no 
very great (hare of ingeniiity to'fuppofe imaginable 
cafes, on -which the two nations might differ as much 
after a Legiflative Union as before it, even although 
we might fuppofe all the non-refident members (as well 
l/Ords as Commoners) agreeing uhanimoufly with the 
Britifli ; or even although we fuppofed, what is mtic'i 
more difficult to imagme, that they unanimoufly dif- 
fented from them ; we might fuppofe the confequence 
of fuch a difference would be, if not finally adjufterl, 
inofl: probably jiift then what fuch a difFerence would be 
jufl now-^ruin to both. Yet v/e, can fuppofe too, that 
the probability of that ruin would be leflened by the 
very circumftance of the independence of both nations. 
There is liowcver, one cafe indeed, which wc cannot even 
fuppofe the exiftcncc of, and that is tlie total prevention of 
all poliibility of any two nations differing to their ov/n 
deftruSion, ot^of tlie inhabitants of different pdrts of 
the fame nation cutting one anothers throats ; this lat- 
ter cafe has exhibltred the poliibility of its frequent re- 
currence, even in the hallowed an.d -happy Jand of 
Great Britain, and yet eftablifhes nothing more than 
the impoflibility of rendering any human inftitution 
completely perfcfl:.

The Thihy-fecotid Chapter of the Booh of Chronicles 

OF THE 

KINGS OF ENGLAND. 



I. AiND it came to p.ifs in the thirty-iiinth yearof 
the reign of George the third, king of England, and

Is not their harp guarded by fierce wolf* 
dogs of their own breeding, who will not fuffer any 
ftranger to come near it, and are not the people a jea- 
lous and a ftubborn people. 

6. And William faid, have not you committed the 
government of Erin to Cornelius, a valiant man^ and a 
mighty warrior, well fkillcd in the art of war, and has 
he not a youth named Robert, to fend on his errands 
and mefiages, and have you not a kennel of virell-traine.cf 
bull-dogs in their chief city, ready and ftout enough to 
attack the vifolf-dogs, and has he not a Cook to make fa- 
voury bits for your dogs : are not all tliofe under tht 
comtiiand of the chief ruler? 

7. And'nftorcovCr} when the harp is come to our ci- 
xy, u will D,e tuned to the ba£;pipe of the North, and 
the trumpet of the South, fo" that they will' all play 
incdnccrt together. 

8. And the king anfwered and faid, do in this matter 
as it feemeih good unto you ; fo William prepared a 
rtiefiage to be fent tothe nobles, and to the people of 
England, when aflcmbled together, on a day appointed. 

9. -And he likewife fent to Cornelius to make a fpeech 
to the nobles, and to the people of Erin, on the fame 
day, when they were to be coUefled together in coun- 
cil. 

10. riowbeitj v/hen the nobles and the people were 
rnet together, and Cornelius had featcd himfelf on the 
king's throne,'"he imparted to therri that it was the king's 
dcfire, that they fliould bring their harp into his prc- 
fence. 

ii. And when th6 nobles communed I ogetjicr, al- 
moft all of them agreed to the defire of the king; but 
when the people affemhled, the wolf-dogs barked and 
growled exceedingly, fo that the bull-dogs could not 
approach the harp without great danger. 

12. And the contcft lafted from the evening of one 
day, to the middle of the next, but theconflidt be/ng 
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nearly equal, the dogs on both fides were drawn • ofF, 
to be refrertied until the next day. 

13. And on the next day of meeting the battle agaiii^ 
began, nnd continued for, fcveral hours ; but at length 
the buil-dogs were vanquiflied ; the~ wolf-dogs being in 
number in, and the bull-dogs 104. 

I $. So the harp yet remain^ in the chief city of Erin, 
iinderthecareof the vi£lors ; and there were great re- 
joicings, iiiuminatioris,, and other demonftrations of joy 
throughout the whole city, on account thereof. 

1 5. And the leader of the wolf-dogs received the 
thanks of all the jjeopie of the land for his good condu£t 
and judicious government of the wolf-dogs. 

16. But the leader of the bull-dogs was defpifed and 
hooted by all ranks of men, for his att«mpt to deprive 
his and his forefathers native kingdom of its harp; and 
he was fore vexed, and much troubled at his difcomfi- 
ture. 

1 7. And when the rumour had fpread through the dif- 
tant provinces of the land, the wolf-dogs of every place 
in the kingdom met together, and refolved to afford 
their bed: affiftance to the wolf-dogs who had been vi£to- 
rious, and had kept the harp at home. 

18. So that it is now believed the harp of Erin will 
reft in the land from generation to generation.

rp. Now the reft of the aSs of George the third, and 
of William . his chief counfellor, of the laws that he 



made, and of the lavirs that he impofed, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the Kings of 
England.
